"Ilio use which Mr. Averill has found 
for thfse coal ashea is in a new kind 
of fireproof mortar, 90 per cent of 
which is made up of coal ashes and 
the rest double hydraulic cement. 


Mr. Averill has had tests made un- 


der the supervision of the department 
Of buildings in Manhattan -which show 
that the insulating properties of a 
block constructed according to Mr. 
Averill's specifications are very great. 
In fact, Sir. Averill says that with 
over 1.700 degrees r. hardly any per- 
ceptible heal could be felt by the hand 
on the other side of the block. Matches 
•which liad been laid on the block wore 
not ignited, and some white pine and 
oak splinters showed no signs of char- 
ring. A thermometer on the upper 
side of the block during the whole 
tirue of the test registered only 11G de- 
grees. 


Mr. Averill also proposes, according 


to the Brooklyn Eagle, to make a fire- 
proof concrete from the waste ashes, 
which can be used in ceilings and can 
be made into blocks for partitions. It 
has been estimated that the amount of 
waste coal ashes in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn aggregates C,000,<>00 cubic 
yards yearly, the greater portion of 
which is now dumped into the ocean.

Wltleh Will Be Welcomed. 


The *bov«la ordinarily used in con- 


nectlon with dredging and ditching 
machines open at the bottom and for 
that rea»oii Invariably leak. A con- 
•Iderable low of the shovel load IB oc- 
casioned in traversing tlie distance 
from the point of excavation to the 
point of discharge. A new form ot 
sbovel which when working iu water 
will not spill any portion of its load 
until the dumping point is reached is 
the invention of Mr. Hiram Head of 
Helena, Mon.

But Sir Norman Lockycr suggests 


that the apparent change of position 
of these condensations can be expkiin- 


otherwise than by movement. The 


meteoric theory explains the appear- 
nice of :i new star by the interpenetrn- 
tion of two or more swarms of meteor- 
ites, a nebula bcins? the representa- 
tive of an ordinary great swarm, n 
comet near the sun being the repre- 
«entntive of a small one disturbed by 
tidal action. 


The appearance of n new star is pro 


duccd by luminosity depending on ce- 
lestial clashing. It is not ditlicnlt to 
conceive ti system of several swarms 
of meteorites all performing in their 
individual orbits and the whole re 
mnining invisible provided no two col- 
lide, but if there is n collision thej 
immediately become visible, and the 
more violent the collision tlie brighter 
will be the light and the gnealer the 
luminosity of the "new star" which 
appears to chronicle the event.

open at its upper end and closed at all 
of its sides. The shovel is pivoted on 
the dredge beam uy n pin, braces be- 
ing employed to strengthen the pin 
and the beam.

The beam with the shovel attached 


Is operated in the usual manner. At 
the dumping point a post is located, 
upon which the beaiu is lowered, so 
that the tripping arm beneath the 
beam may be pressed upwardly to 
release the dog and to permit the 
shovel to drop. The load when once in 
Ihe shovel caunol possibly leak out 
and can be discharged only by the 
releasing dog. 


\Vay to Glaxc Crockery. 


In view of the agitation regarding 


the use of poisonous white lead glaz- 
ing in the crockery industry, it is in- 
leresllng to note that the llorstfand 
1'orcelain factory in Sweden and a 
factory in Dresden, Germany, have 
solved this important technical prob- 
lem by mixing the white lead in the 
glazing with certain substances con- 
verting the lead into an insoluble and 
thus harmless silicate of lead. 


Limnology- a New Selt-iice. 


At a recent meeting of. the Amer- 


ican Microscopical society a commis- 
sion was appointed to study the lim- 
nology of North America. Limnology, 
by the way, is the study of hikes, and 
the newly appointed limuological com- 
mission aims to institute an exhaus- 
tive biological and physical investiga- 
tion of the American lakes on the plan 
already carried out with such success 
in Switzerland, 


One of the most extraordinary en- 


gineering projects yet proposed to the 
scientific world is that for closing the 
Belle Isle strait, between Newfound- 
laud and Labrador, by building a 
breakwater across" it at the narrowest 
part, where the channel is but ten 
luiles wide and ISO feet deep. 
The 


benefits to bo derived from such ,a 
scheme are that the shores of Quebec, 
Anticosta, Cape Breton, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island would he- 
come veritable gardens, in which semi- 
tropical fruits and vegetables would 
nourish, and that the portion of Labra- 
dor west of the causeway would have 
a climate as salubrious as that -of 
France, being in about the same lati- 
tude. 


It is estimated that the work pro- 


posed would cost $30,000,000. This id 
a formidable sum, but in view of the 
demands just now that Canada spend 
$0,000,000 in improving the St. Law- 
rence route the larger sum seems less 
appalling to the projectors of the plan. 
Nor is the undertaking so formidable 
as might appear from a superficial 
view. It presents no engineering diffi- 
culties such as have beset many proj- 
ects already carried to a successful 
issue. 


What would have to he done under 


the plan would he to start a dump and 
carry it across the strait, with a con- 
vex curve toward the Atlantic so as to 
better reslst.the chaflng and pressure 
fiom the floes and bergs. The cause- 
way would have to bo built of rock, ai 
earth would be washed out, but Lab-

The largest cameras are small when 


compared with one capable of taking 
a negative S feet by 10 feet, or 90 by 
J20 inches. A camera of this size was 
required by the Pullman works for 
taking some special train photographs. 


Some details of construction of this 


huge camera are as follows, according 
to The Scientific American: The bed is 
composed of four 2 by G inch cherry 
beams and Is jibout 20 feet long when 
fully extendeg. The bellows was made 
with an outside covering of heavy rub- 
ber, each fold being stiff fined by a piece 
of whitewood a quarter of an inch 
thick. It was then lined Inside with 
heavy black canvas and an additional 
lining of thick, black, opaque material 
used. In the construction of this bel- 
lows over forty gallons of cement, two 
bolts of wide rubber cloth and 500 feet 
of quarter Inch whitewood were used. 
The beilows is divided into four sec- 
tions, and between each section is a 
supporting frame mounted on small 
wneels, which run on a steel track. 
The back supporting the plate holder is 
operated as easily as in an ordinary, 
camera. 


The instrument has double swing 


front and back, and at the rear ii a 
small track on which two focusing 
screens aro moved back and forth like 
a sliding door. The plate holder is of 
the curtain type. This curtain contains 
about eighty square feet of ash, three- 
eighths of an Inch thick, and is lined 
with three thicknesses of lightproof 
material. Over tea gallons of cement 
were used in the construqtlon of the 
curtain, which Is mounted on a ball 
bearing roller. Ball bearing rollers are 
also mounted at every two Inches in 
the grooves In which the edge of the 
curtain slides, thereby reducing tho 
friction to almost nothing. TU« welgul 
of the camera is 000 pound*, and the 
weight of the plate holder when loaded 
is 500 pounds, or a total water* weight

A Royal Gift. 


When Trlnce and Princess Albert of 


Belgium pay their anticipated visit to 
Bruges, which will take place shortly. 
Uie princess will be presented on behalf 
of a committee of ladies with a baud- 
some wedding present. As Bruges luu 
been celebrated for centuries for the 
manufacture of lace, their choice most 
naturally fell on that dainty fabric, and 
to ensure the best that the old town 
could supply a commission was given 
for its production to a firm which is 
well known tor tbe excellence of its 
productions and the many prizes it has 
taken nil over the world. 


The offering In question, the gift of a 


certain number of Indies of each prov- 
ince of Belgium, consists of a court 
train, a bertha, a handkerchief and a 
fan, and the delicate beauty, both of 
design and execution, deserves the 
highest praise. 


The court train is two yards long-, 


measuring at the widest part nearly as 
much, while at the top it is 12 inches 
across. It is- so fine as to make it ap- 
pear impossible to be tbe work of hu- 
man beings. Tbe lace has been entire- 
ly constructed with bobbins on a cush- 
ion, the medallions having been made 
in one piece, the rest in portions, and 
the wbole joined together again by 
xibbin work. Tbe stylo of lace is what 
is known as "point Duchebse de Bru- 
ges," tbe groundwork of the medallions 
being In "point d'Alencon." 


Thirty workmen have been occupied 


in producing this beautiful lac<* for the 
space of over five months. The prin- 
cess has already become such a favor- 
ite wltb ber new subjects, who speak 
of her affectionately as "our little 
princess," that tbe workers have tolled 
with enthusiasm. 


In the design of the train appear the 


arms of tbe nine provinces which com- 
pose tbe kingdom of Belgium— Flsn- 
ders, East and West; Luxembourg, Ant- 
werp. Brabant (which, being that con- 
taining the capital city, occupies the 
central position), Liege, Kamur, Ilai- 
nant and Limbourg. 


The fan contains the royal arms in a 


delicate tracery of scrolls and flowers.

HOW MESSAGES ARE TRANSMITTED 


WITHOUT WIRES. 


Explanation of the Wo«d«Hvl Proe- 


tmm ol T«l«icraphinK by M«mn» of 
Sound Wave»—Device to Send Sl«- 
n»ln In Any Dltectlon. 
Notwithstanding all that -has been 


written about Guglielmo Marconi and 
his system of transmitting telegraph 
messages without the aid of wires very 
few persons outside of experts know 
what wireless telegraphy is. 


Professor Hertz, a scientific invesri- 
;ator of sound .waves, discovered that

by casting in a pebble. 


Marconi in prosecuting his first elud- 
es of wire-lens telegraphy considered 
he Hertzian sound waves as his trans- 
nltter of messages. If he caused a 
ound, nc'ccssnrily the waves must suc- 
ceed this and continue to force until 
hey surrounded the earth or met some 
nonconducting body, upon which they 
,vould bo shattered. 
The nest problem, having the natu- 


ral current, was to get a transmitter 
md a receiver. Marconi knew that 
vhencver an electric spark is made to 
ump back and forth between two elec- 
roik'S or poles Hertzian waves were 
>r<iduce(l. 
They radiated

loiut where produced in all directions, 
md with a properly equipped receiver 
t any distant point, no nonconductor 
uteii'eriiiH, enough of thorn could be 
nlercepted to servo as a signal. 
lly stopping and then starting the

.tntion Marconi has discovered that he 
s able to send messages by the Morse 
ode. The transmitter contains a spark 
coil or induction coil.

transmitter is placed on a mast from 
20 to 140 feet in length, according to 
the distance to be telegraphed. 


The receiver is an adaptation on 


Marconi's part of tbe coherer of Col- 
ECcchl. If you take an electrically con- 
ducting material like iron and break it 
up Into filings, the intervals between 
the particles prevent the mass from 
permitting any electric current to pass 
through. But approach the mass with 
a magnet and each particle becomes 
magnetized, the whole becomes solidi- 
fied. 


This is the basis of tbe coherer, 


which is n Blass tube containing pref- 
'erably nickel and sliver filings loosely 
mingled. The tube ia not over an Inch 
and a half long, and in each end is a 
wire which connects witb a small bat- 
tery, which Is in torn connected with a 
larger one. The coherer is mounted on 
a mast tho same as the transmitter. 


When n message is caught by the co- 


herer, the small battery sends it to the 
larger one, which is strong enough to 
make'a click that can, bo heard and 
rend. 


If l«ft to themselves, the Hertzian 


wnvos will radiate in all directions 
alike, and any one with a proper re- 
ceiver nt any point, no mutter what 
the direction, tuny intercept the mes- 
•ago. To obviate this Marconi, who 
hits discovered that tbe waxes can bo 
reflected, simply places a sort of re- 
flector or mirror behind the ncrlnl con- 
ductor and points It \n the direction of 
tbe receiver.

• Dr. Sylvestre, a French dentist, has 
Invented a wonderful device by means 
of which one may not only hear over 
the phone, but s^c the person who is 
talking at the other end of the wire. 
lie has named the apparatus the spec- 
togniph and says its discovery was 
purely accidental. He has permitted 
several illustrations to he made of the 
visual telephone machine, but as yet 
will not fully explain its workings, be- 
cause it is- so simple that any elcctri- ' 
cian could make one. He is negotiating 
for its sale to the French government, 
and until it is effected will not exhibit • 
the device.

According to the inventor the appa- 1 


ratus has been tested under all sorts of j 
circumstances and has never failed to 
perform what he claims for it. Space 
is annihilated by the spectograph, and 
the device i» so absurdly simple as to 
cost le.ss than $5. "My invention does 
away with telegrams," he says. "Put a 
written communication in front of the 
looking uilass at one end of the wire, 
and it will be distinctly visible at the 
other."

wise: Dr. Sylvestre was sitting in his 
laboratory in the dark one night listen- 
ing at a theater phone. While thus em- 
ployed he suddenly saw ou the white 
wall of his laboratory a stage scene 
from the theater.

At the opening of the recent Indus* 


trial bazaar held under the auspices of 
tho United Trades and Labor council 
Of the Gastou division of Manchester, 
England, Hall Caiue, the noted author, 
delivered the following address: 


How can we doubt that, with its oth- 


er and higher aim, the gospel is a 
great social message? Look at tlie 
plain facts. The first of them is that 
1,1)00 years ago a man of the name of 
Jesus Christ, whom all Christendom 
worships as God, was born poor and 
humble, when he might have been rich 
and powerful. 


Ills poverty was so great that on 


one occasion lie said, almost with bit- 
terness, "The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have nests, but the 
Sou of Man hath not where to lay his 
head." lie was a worklngrnan, and 
his friends were workinguion, and he 
walked with the poor and remained 
with them to the day of his death. 


The next fact is that the opinions of 


Christ were the opinions natural to a 
workingmau, who saw the strength 
that poverty gives and the burden 
which wealth imposes. Need I recall 
the parable of Lazarus to show you 
that In Christ's view the possession of 
riches was a great danger to the hu- 
man soul? 


Need I remind you that ho said it 


was easier for a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle ihan for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of heaven 
to prov» that ho had a poor man's opin- 
ions about rich men and that it seems 
as if he could hardly be just to thouiV 


The final fact is that the prayer 


which we call the Lord's prayer, the 
only prayer which Christ taught his 
people, the piayti Into which, pre- 
bumahly, he gathered up, from what- 
ever sources, the whole sum of his 
teachings, all his parables and HIT- 
tuons, Is a social message of ovt'r- 
whelmiug force.

Could iinytliing more plainly indicate 
the equality of all ineuV 
If (Sod is 


our father, all mon are our brothers, 
and the laws which give higher power 
and authority to one man than to an- 
other, which allow one man to govern 
for no better reason than that he \vus 
born tlie eldest BOH and condemn an- 
other to serve because ho was born 
tho second sou arc manifestly contrary 
to Christ's llrst principle of the rela- 
tion of man to man and man to God.

"Thy kingdom come, thy will be done 
on earth as it is done in heaven," and 
surely nothing could more completely 
discountenance the 
conduct of 
the 


churches, which, recognizing In all 
ages the frightful injustices of the ex- 
isting order, have counseled resigna- 
tion on the ground that the worst evils 
of the world, the crying inequalities 
cf 
the classes, the 
awful extrava- 


gances of tho rich and the fearful pri- 
vations of the poor are a part of the 
divine ordinance and, paradoxically 
enough, evils only to be remedied in 
another and better sphere. 


Can there be a more direct message 


to the living world than this message 
of the gospel? You may call it un- 
practical and Utopian and out of har- 
mony with the progress of civilization; 
you inny say that Christ is an anarch- 
ist and that Christianity is a useless 
dream, but you cnunot say that the 
gospel is not profoundly concerned 
with the social and economic problems 
of the world in which we live. 


The labor programme is a profoundly 


religious and Christian propaganda, 
whoever and whatever its leaders may 
be, and the powers that are against it 
are profoundly Irreligious and pagan 
whosoever and whatsoever their advo- 
cates are. 


What !s tbe pagnn concept of govern-
